LONDON, Oct. 17.—(4)—Thir- 
teen hundred heavy bombers of 
the U. S. Eighth Air Force poured 
4,000 tons of explosives on Co- 
logne today in that ruined Ger- 
man city’s 146th raid of the war 
and the 10th in October alone, 
while U. S. 15th Air Force Lib- 
erators from Italian bases assault- 
ed Vienna again. 

More than 3,500 British-based 
American heavy bombers have hit 
Cologne in the past four days, and 
RAF Mosquitos have struck it 
three times in the past week, leav- 
ing little doubt that the U. S. First 
Army, once it finishes off Aachen, 
is headed for the Rhine river me- 
tropolis. 

RAF Mosquitos slashed at Co- 
logne Monday night, “just to keep 
their home fires burning,” as one 
returning airman said. Then the 
Americ&n heavyweights went over 
a few hours later.

U. S. Officer Starts Tidal Wave 
Of ‘Kamerads’ With Curt Talk 


By LEE CARSON 


AACHEN, Germany, Oct. 16.— 
(Delayed) — (INS) —Lt. Leonard 
Lanzilotti, of Fitchburg, Mass., 
tired of German resistance which 
upset the timing of the American 
advance through flaming Aachen, 
today argued the Nazi garrison of 
a blockhouse into surrendering— 
thus speeding up the Yank push 
through this westwall bastion. 


Lanzilotti’s company was held 
up by machinegun fire from the 
German emplacement, making the 
lieutenant “plenty mad.” Coming 
out of his position, the young offi- 
cer exclaimed: 

“To heck with this.” 

So, taking a white handkerchief 
from the pocket of his muddy com- 
bat suit, he added: 


“I’m going to see if I can’t talk 
this screwball into surrendering.” 

No one spoke for a long minute 
as Lanzilotti sauntered off, waving 
the handkerchief. No one spoke 
shortly afterward, either, when a 
tidal wave of some 300 Germans 
poured from the blockhouse—the 
onlookers just gasped. 


the blockhouse—also were brought 
forth. 

“It wasn’t too bad,” Lanzilotti 
explained to this corresp-ndent. 
He told how when he first went 
into the blockhouse, the Germans 
grabbed him. 

“Now you are our prisoner,” 
they told the American lieutenant. 

“I said, “Show me to your com- 
mander,’ and they took me to 
him,” continued Lanzilotti. 

“T laid it on the line—either he 
surrendered or we’d blast them off 
the face of the earth. He asked for 
20 minutes to think it over and to 
burn official papers and so forth. 

“I waited, and then told him to 
either call in his machinegunners 
or all bets were off. He agreed and 
we waited some more. Then, the 
German gunners came in.” 

Lanzilotti grinned, and pointing 
to the mass of Germans who were 
herded together under the watch- 
ful eyes of American soldiers, said: 

“Well, there they are. And, now, 
if you'll excuse me, I have to get 
back to my platoon.”

A file containing the prison rec- 
ords, fingerprints and pictures of 
approximately 1,500 lawbréakera 
with. previous lottery records in 
the Fulton county bureau of iden- 
tification has beén compiled in 
Boykin’s office: 

TO USE RECORDS 

The records will be used by the 
lottery squads of the city and 
county police, the sheriff's office 
and the solicitor general’s office 
in checking present lottery opera- 
tors. 

Most of the records, which have 
been filed for several years, show 
three or four lottery convictions 
as well as other crimes such as 
attempt to murder, violating the 
liquor control act and burglary. 

“With this file, the lottery 
squads will be able to check up on 
former lottery writers and pick-up 
men and see if they are now legal- 
ly employed,” Boykin said. “The 
file contains the pictures and rec- 
ords of about 500 white men and 
women and 1,000 Negroes.” | 

Solicitor Boykin pointed out 
that many known lottery workers 
are not arrested, if there are no 
lottery ‘tickets in their possession 
or any other evidence of lottery 
which would be acceptable in 
court. 

VAGRANCY LAWS 

The state law on vagrancy 
would permit arrest and indict- 
ment of any person able to work, 
with no visible or known means 
of fair, honest and reputable live- 
lihood,” Boykin said. 

“That certainly would include 
lottery men,” he added. “If a man 
is found with plefty of money, but 
no proof that he is continuously 
employed in a legal occupation, 
he can be charged with vagrancy.” 

“The vagrancy law should be 
strongly enforced,” Boykin con- 
tinued, to prevent a tendency to 
crime by those who are idle.” ,

Nazis Shiit 
Lines To Fight 
For Bologna 


ROME, Oct. 17—/)—Nazi 
Field Marshal Kesselring appar- 
éntly has decided to fight for Bo- 
logna, and German troops have 
been shifted into position to make 
a bitter, all-out fight for the an- 
cient city in the foothills of the 
Appenines, Allied headquarters 
announced today. 


The American Fifth and British 
Eighth armies gathered a few 
more slippery hills into their lines, 
but Marshal Kesselring still was 
frustrating the months-long Allied 
endeavor to destroy his army and 
chase its remnants out of Italy. 

The Fifth lag 5 in small but 
important gains fore Bologna, 
advanced past Lamina and Casa 
Di Bortignano along the highway 
from Florence, reaching a point 
nine miles front Bologna’s out- 
skirts. Farther east American 
troops reached points north of the 
bulge in the Castel Del Rio-Cas- 


tel San Pietro road and penetrat- 
ed to the southern slopes of the) 
hill town of Santa Anna and the) 


village of Baccanello. 

On the Adriatic front New Zea- 
land troops advanced more ‘than 
a mile on a broad front from their 
bridgehead across the Rigossa ca- 


nal toward the Pisciatello river, 
next water obstacle. This ad- 
vance, along the Rimini-Bologna 
highway, put the New Zealand- 
ers less than two miles from the 
fairly large town of Cesena. 

In the hills to the southwest 
British infantry and armor con- 
solidated recent gains and cap- 
tured Mount Romano, a high fea- 
ture three miles south of Cesena, 
and held it against a number of 
German counterattacks. 


German resistance south of Bo- 
logna has changed in character 
from mere delaying tactics to an 
all-out -defensive effort, with 
heavy concentrations of artillery 
used during it oe va counterat- 
tacks in dogged defense of every 
obstacle, headquarters said. In one 
12-hour period about 1,000 rounds 
of German artillery fell in the for- 
ward lines of the Fifth Army along 
the Florence-Bologna highway.

Arnall brought up the subject 
by declaring he was preparing for 
a big “bond burning” celebration 
at the capitol “when we retire 
from office in 1946.” 

He said the state by that time 
would have retired bonds dating 
as far back as 1838 and others 
which do not mature until about 
the end of this century. The ex- 
ecutive said the retired bonds 
would be burned so there would 
be no argument about the finan- 
cial condition of the state. 

The administration’s program, 
the Governor said, is aimed at get- 
ting the state out of debt, adop- 
tion of a new state constitution 
and ‘development of resources to 
furnish jobs for returning veter- 
ans and others, 

Gov. Arnall came here to accept 
a $10,000 check from the Port Au- 
thority of Savannah as the city’s 
contribution to a fund of $40,000 
for ourverene port and harbor fa- 
cilities. all was presented with 


a similar check in Brunswick yes- 


Arnall said he was pleased by 
the co-operation shown by Savan- 
nah and Brunswick and that such 
co-operation, instead of rivalry 
argued for the success of the port 
development plan. 

He reiterated his stand in favor 
of a system of private enterprise 
but declared business and indus 
try would have to assume the re- 
sponsibility of supplying opportu- 
nities for work. 

“I believe in social legislation,” 
he said, “but there is no substitute 
for that four-letter word ‘work.’ 

“If private enterprise does not 
recognize its responsibility and 
furnish jobs we will have social- 
ism or government regulation in 
an unheard of degree.”

The First Army by prodigious

Theré is an old Spanish proverb which 
the Japanese, who are so very fond of 
proverbs, no doubt recall today. It is this: 
“Tell a lie and you will hear the truth.” 


The Japanese admirals gleefully told 
their people the American fleet was in 
flight and being pursued by the Japanese 
navy which had inflicted great damage. No 
sooner had this lie been received than the 
Japanese heard the truth. 


They heard it in the sounds of bombs 
falling from our B-29 Superfortresses, 
some of them from the plant which Mayor 
Rip Blair, of the city of Marietta, declares 
Atlanta people refer to as the “Atlanta 
plant near Marietta.” They heard it, too, 


in the sound of bombs from carrier-based 
planes of the American fleet which was 
not in retreat at all. 


It seems the Japanese ‘navy came out 
because it had been told a lie by the Japa- 
nese army, which said its land-based planes 
had all but destroyed the American Third 
Fleet. The fleet eame out and “heard the 


truth” from the Américan fleet, which was. 


undamaged and very much ready for a 
fight. 


At any rate, the Japanese radio is 
having near hysterics naming the spots 
bombed and we are moving closer and 
closer to some new occupation of some 
more Japanese-held territory. 


Georgia's Record Cotton Yield 


Almost any cotton farmer will say that 
crop controls have taught one valuable 
lesson. That is how to grow more cotton 
or less land. This “lesson” is borne out in 
the latest report from the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture crop reporting board. 

Georgia this year is expected to pro- 
duce an all-time high of 277 pounds per 
acre as against the previous record of 270

The Philippines 
Await a Landing 


Jean Jacques Rousseau, who patiently made 

: the French Revolution, once remarked that while 

: | patience was bitter the fruit thereof was sweet. 

Americans began to learn how bitter was the quality of patience 

in the bitter days that tumbled one by one after the disaster of 
December 7, 1941. 


We were more than 3,000 miles from Japan and our Pacific 
fleet, such as it was, had been badly smashed. We patiently had 
to: build a greater fleet. We patiently had to transport supplies, set 
up machine shops, repair plants, and build air bases. And, finally, 
we had to begin the patient, bloody task of moving on Japan. 


To the most casual looker-at-maps it is obvious that we soon will 
land on the Philippines. If one may hazard a guéss, and only a 
guess, I would my that within eight weeks, and probably less, we 
will have made that landing. 


This the Japanese know full well. We already have begun to 
feint at the Philippines and done so good a job the Tokyo radio 
screamed we had attempted a landing and been repulsed. We will 
do more of that. We will feint like a good boxer and one day we 
will feint and counterpunch with the real blow. 


_ We did that for weeks before the invasion of France. Our Ma- 
rines did it at Saipan. The Tokyo radio exultantly reported a land- 
ing attempt there had failed. Even as they boasted, our low, grim 
landing boats were moving toward the beaches which were the true 
objective. The fact that the Japanese know this ‘is our plan makes 
a — effective. It has been our plan in all our landings. It, will 

again. 


Strategy No one knows what the strategy will be. We may 

only surmise. The campaign in New Guinea should 
make it obvious that we will not attempt to clean up and occupy 
all the many islands which maké up the Philippines. That would 
require months, We have better uses for them.

They show they Know 
it by their desperate land fighting in China, where they have

They frantically are driving that campaign in a sort of race with 
us as we seek to smash the Japanese plants on Formosa and as we 
try desperately to knock out air strips on that same island from 
which Japan would operate land planes against any landing attempt 
in the Philippines. 


So, it is all a race and a grim, death struggle-there in the islands 
and off the mainland of the vital China sea. If we\can put a 
stopper in this sea, we will have done enormous harm ‘to Japan. 
She is pretty well driven from all other seas. 


The island of Formosa is itself a sort of stopper. Japan-must 


defend it. But one may be sure she is in a frenzy. She cannot 
send her fleet out there because if she does and it suffers disaster 
her mainland shores will be vulnerable. Japan is not comfortable. 
But she still is strong and she still holds the positions we must 


have to reach the mainland. 

MacArthur Gen. Douglas MacArthur will, of course, command 
: the assault on the Philippines. The beginning of 
that assault already is in the making. The present fighting is a 
prelude to that final phase of the return to the Philippines. 


Actually, the Philippines are important only as a steppingstone 
to the real battle, that of the China coast and interior. We need 
the Philippine base only that we may have air cover for the assault 
on the China coast. 


It would be a sending from providence if the Germans were to 
surrender within the period in which we make ready for the actual 
landing in the Philippines. We might then reasonably assume the 
Russians would participate in the fight. Until Germany is out, it 
is not reasonable to expect help from the Ruésians against the 
Japanese. 


' But we are coming closer. And, while we have not yet tasted 
the real fruits of patience, we know with Jean Jacques Rousseau 
they will be sweet. ,

It may be 
taken for granted that the G. O. 
P.’s and the R. H.’s are highly 
pleased by Mr. Dewey’s recent 
speeches, Yet one can but wonder 
how speeches of that type are be- 
ing ‘received by unbiased and in- 
formed citizens. 

Most folks know that too many 
of Mr. ‘Dewey’s assertions, meant 
to discredit Mr. Roosevelt and the 
New Deal, are made up out of 
whole cloth, since his remarks aré 
not supported by the facts. As ex- 
amples, two of the more flagrant 
are given. First: “Mr. Roosevelt 
and the New Deal are responsible 
for the continuance of the 1931-32 
depression.”

_ And Shifting Sands 


After the war which ended in 1918, there was 

a big job to be done by the Allied fleets. That 

was to sweep up and destroy the floating mines, 

sown so thickly around the waters of the North sea and ‘the Eng- 

lish channel, to keep German shipping bottled in port and to pro- 
tect the shipping lanes between England and France; 


If memory serves aright, there were several ships sunk, or at 
least badly damaged, by contact with these mines, weeks or months 
after the war was over. You see, the mines do not always stay 
moored where they were first located. Some of them break adrift 
and, at the mercy of the waves, may float anywhere on the face 
of the waters, It is a practical impossibility to retrieve and de- 
stroy them all. 


That situation will probably be worse, more serious, after this 
war. 
world’s oceans and seas which were too distant from the fighting, 
last time, to be tactically important. 


And there is another, and quite serious, 
Another Menace menace on the coasts of England, this time. 
That is the mines buried in the sands along the beaches, at the 
time when there was daily fear the Germans would try to come 
ashore to conquer Britain. 


‘At that time these mines were thickly sown on the beaches, 
buried just below the surface of the white sand. 


Today, with the danger of enemy landing attempts removed, the 
British are trying to remove all those mines, but finding it a tough 
job, Civilians are forbidden to go upon the beaches until, in defi- 
nite, specified areas, signs are posted stating the mine detector 
forces have finished their work. 


It is, however, frankly admitted that, even after the mine detec- 
tors have done their best, re may be mines still hidden in the 
sand, to lie there until some innocent vacationist, probably some 
child, digs and provides the contact which will make them ex- 
plode and scatter death all around, 


When they laid the mines, the British tried to keep aceurate 
maps of the locations. But, through the years, the sands shift as 
well as the sea and alréady they have found many mines far dis- 
tant from their original locations. 


Some are buried deeper, some have been exposed—these are 
easy to render harmless. And some have simply movd hundreds 
of yards, or miles, held in the sand which moves under the in- 
fluence of the tides and the winds. 


So, little by little, the beaches of the south coast of England are 
today being restored, as well as possible, to aréas of saféty for 
vacationists. Reasonable safety, anyway. 


Through all the years of war, these beaches have been forbidden 
territory for the casual civilian. Théy were fénced off and many 
signs of warning postéd. Even so,. there were reckless ones. who 
ignored the warnings and added their own names to the long list 
of civilian casualties of war.

Dangerous D uds some unexploded bombs, droppéd from, : 

the air by the enemy, buried in English soil after the war is done. 

It is not at all uncommon to find unexploded “dud” shells on 

old battlefields. They have, even, been found in comparatively 
recent years in the Atlanta area, relics of the Battle of Atlanta. 


* They were turned up by the plows of French farmers in north- 
ern France, after the first World War. They will, undoubtedly, 
be turned up for many years to come in all the areas whére armies 
have fought these last five years. 


There may well be, too, some faulty bombs lurking as constant 
menace where they have buried themsélves in England. 


All of which is but one more evidence of thé geographic good 
fortune of this nation, in that it has, thus far, been beyond range 
of actual enemy attack. 


And warning to us that, if we do not make certain the future 
peace of the world, the next time we will not be beyond that range 
and we ourselves shall experience the horror of enemy bombs fall- 
ing upon our crowded cities and quiet homes. 


We can look at any devastated land today and say, there, but 
for the fortunate accident of the intervening oceans, would be the 
United States!

Communist Vote 
Has No Importance 


WASHINGTON. — According to the World 
B., Almanac, the candidate for President of the Com- 
munist party polled a vote of 46,251 in 1940, 

when a total of nearly 50,000,000 votes were cast. 

In the presidential election of 1936 the Communist candidate 
polled 80,159 votes, while four years before that the nominee 
received 102,991 votes, a falling off of more than per cent ig 
eight years. 

It is against a background of those figures that the Dewey speech 
of last week at Charleston, W. Va., is to be considered for its true 
perspective. 

The youthful Republican candidate sought to give the New Deal 
a Red framework by charging that President Rooseveit’s earlier 
Ny gon of Communist support was a “soft disclaimer” coming “a 
ittle late.” | 

Dewey went on ta make the reckless charge that Mr. Roosevelt's 
chief reason for pardoning Earl Browder, Communist party head, 
for a passport law infraction some two years ago was to seek Com- 
munist support for the fourth term. He did not mention the fact 
that a large group of ‘prominent educators, including many Repub- 
licans, had recommended the pardon. 

The whole purpose of the Dewey speech was to link the Roose- 
velt administration with Communism, to give it a left-wing flavor 
designed to frighten conservative elements of the country. 

It is the same kind of line that is being put out by other Re- 
publican spokesmen regarding the CIO and its Political Action 
Committee. 

Again Dewey’s tactics are those of a courtroom lawyer who 
seeks to give a false value to minor incidents or distorted 
facts. The Communist party which polled less than 50,000 votes 


in the presidential election of four years ago is about to take over — 


the government! 


° Dewey accuses the President of making a 
In 1936 and 40 inty’iscisimer of Communist support, but 
he does not mention that Mr. Roosevelt made a similar disclaimer 
in 1940 and also in 1936, as he probably did in 1932. 

Nor does he mention that Browder, following the Moscow dis- 
solution of the Communist International in May of 1943, announced 
in January of this year that the Communist party would go out of 
business in the United States. 

It matters not, of course, whether the Communist party goes 
out of business or continues to function. There is no more danger 
of this country going Communistic than there is of Mohammedanism 
replacing Christianity as the religion of the artoory * S } 

As a matter of fact, there:are probably more Mohammedans in 
the country today than there are Communists. But you don’t hear 
the church people raising holy smoke about it. Only. in politics 
do we hear foolishness of that kind. 

How does Dewey expect to sell the country that 50,000 Com- 
munists, or ten times that number, are in danger of taking over the 
government? The Republican pafty simply cannot learn. It is 
such false issues as that which is largely responsible for the low 
state of the party today. The public is just not that dumb. . 
» You could take every man and woman who voted the Communist 
line in the elections of the past 12 years, place them in a govern- 
ment position, and their collective influence would be lost among 
the more than 3,000,000 workers now making up the federal ma- 
chine: Such is the bugaboo Gov. Dewey raised at Charleston. 

Neither of the two great political parties has a monopoly of 
supporters among the lunatic fringe. The very fact that we have

LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 
The Governor's Tenure 


“What is the League’s position 
on the question of the Governor 
succeeding himself?” This question 
has been asked’so often that we 
want to explain. The League of 
Women Voters has taken no stand 
on this matter and will not, at this 
time take one, because, as we show 
below, it is contrary to the policy 
of the organization. “ 


Once a year delegates from 
member Leagues all over Georgia 
assemble to adopt. a platform or 
program of work for the following 
year. The board is free to work 
on any of these items, but cannot 

beyond the adopted program. 
The platform of the Georgia 
League of Women Voters consists 
of such fundamental policies as 
home rule, merit system, constitu- 
tional. board of regents, education, 
pardon and parole, prisons, aboli- 
tion of allocations, constitutional 
revision, etc. At this time, there 
is nothing on the platform remote- 
ly relating to the length or num- 
ber of terms a Governor should 
have, so the board will take no 
stand on the matter. \" 

However, it is the policy of the 
organization to compile informa- 
tion on any governmental matter 
of public interest. When such a 
question arises which is not on the 
League program, both sides are 
summarized and presented from as 
unbiased a point of view as pos- 
sible. It is hoped that this pre- 
sentation will help clarify public 
thinking and it is possible that, 
at its next annual meeting the 
League itself might decide to take 
a stand on the matter. 


In view of the foregoing, we list 
below the arguments we have 
‘heard for and against continuing 
the present constitutional provi- 
sion that a Governor may not be 
immediately eligible for re-election 
at the end of his four-year term. 
This constitutional amendment 
was voted in 1941 at the time the 
Governor's term was changed from 
two to four years.

There is no way to eliminate 
politics -from government, or 
to free the Governor from pol- 
itics, so this limitation offers 
no real protection. 


If he cannot be re-elected, the 
Governor’s influence on the 
second legislative session of 
his term is weakened, because 
the mad scramble to be heir- 
apparent or to be on the band 
wagon has begun. | 

In a Democracy the people 
should have the right to re- 
elect or defeat an official on 
his record, 


An able Governor who has 
gained experience in office 
should be available to serve 
as long as the voters want 
him. 


To elect a Governor for four 
years and to prohibit his re- 
election gives him four years 
to do anything he pleases with- 
out regard to the people’s 
wishes since he can’t run again 
and therefore doesn’t need the 
voters’ approval. 

Thirty-one of the states per- 
mit a Governor to succeed 
himself. 

If civil service is adopted, no 
Governor can use state em- 
ployes to build a personal ma- 
chine. A following can be 
built only by pleasing the 
voters, which is desirable in 
itself. 


As has often been pointed out, 
we can depend on laws to protect 
us from poor officials. Acfually 
the only way to get good govern- 
ment is to elect competent, con- 
scientious, honest men to public 
office. The only. way the gov- 
ernorship or any other public of- 
fice will be ruled’by principle in- 
stead of expediency is to elect a 
man who is ruled by principle in- 
stead of political expediency. No 
system will be perfect. It is up 
to the people to elect able officials.

It is, 
moreover, a tax on the general 
public, not the manufacturers of 
recordings, who pass the cost along 
to the customers and the precedent 
invites the mine workers, the gar- 
ment and clothing workers and all 
other unions to collect taxes on 
all articles for consumptiori or use 
without the slightest pretense that 
the money will be distributed to 
needy members in times of unem- 
ployment or any explanation or 
accounting whatever. Already, 
Jimmy’s treasury contains $4,000,- 
000,000 and he anticipates a hun- 
dred million more. 

Advice is so often disregarded 
that I naturally admire the wis- 
dofm of Mr.*Petrillo in accepting 
mine. Once, when he was cited 
to face a committee of the senate 
he asked me what he ought to do 
and I told him to tell them to go 
to hell because he was only ex- 
ercising privileges which had been 
placed in his hands by the sena- 
tors, themselves. I was proud to 
read, a few days later, that he 
had, in very practical effect, fol- 
lowed my counsel and had got 
away with it. That incident and 
the current correspondence with 
Mr. Roosevelt in which, again 
Jimmy compliménts my firm sa- 
gacity, is even more gratifying. 


I trust that he will stand pat and 
that labor will see in this case 
another instance of its betrayal 
into the hands of a racket by a 
President who then pleads with 
the racketeer to be reasonable 
but resists, as labor-baiting, every 
proposal to abolish racketeering in 
the union movement by the adop- 
tion of remedial laws.

There Are Important Areas of Agreement 


Both in my private capacity as 
an employer and in my more re- 
cent capacity as a representative 
of organized business, I have had 
a better-than-average opportunity 
to observe what radicals call the 
“class struggle.” Again and again 
I have sat in on conferences be- 
tween labor and management that 
ended in declarations of war—or 


‘in friendly adjustment. 


I have watched industrial dif- 
ferences become rapidly inflated 
until they exploded in struggles, 
bringing in their train suffering 
for the workers, losses for the em- 
ployers, bitterness for everybody. 
I have seen others settled ami- 
cably. And the significant fact is 
That the differences which 
led to industrial warfare were 
often no greater than those that 
ended in peace; sometimes, in fact, 
they were less serious or even 
trivial. The outcome, in other 
words, did not depend primarily 
on the magnitude of the problems 


‘involved. More frequently it de- 
pended on the men who did the 
negotiating and the spirit they 
‘brought into the conference room. 


If my theory is correct—and I 


‘know that a great many sensible 
and influential labor leaders hold 


it too—then the common ground 
between labor and management is 
invariably larger and more solid 
than the margins of disagreement. 
Both groups, in the nature of the 
case, want the productive machin- 
ery to keep going, since they can 
only lose from an interruption. 
Both groups want the assurance of 
stability for the future, since 
neither has anything to gain from 
working under the constant shad- 
ow of stoppages, strikes, lockouts. 
Each group, believe it or not, 
wants the good opinion, the re- 
spect, of the other. No one enjoys 
the idea of being despised and 
hated by his fellow men, particu- 
larly when he works closely with 
them in an integrated process. 
What is true of the Jabor-man- 
agement relation is also true of the 
relation between other elements in 


the American scheme of life—be- 


tween business and government, 
between labor and agriculture, be- 


tween business and agriculture, 


between agriculture and govern- 


iment, 


Given two prerequisites, social 
peace is usually possible. Those 
prerequisites are: 

1. A meeting of the contending 
parties. In hundreds of instances 
that confrontation is avoided or 
postponed for reasons of pride, ac- 
cumulated ill will, or absence. of 
machinery of contact. 

2. Discussion or negotiation that 
begins with acknowledgement and 
definitions of the areas of agree- 
ment. There are always such 
overlapping areas, and they are al- 
ways wider,, more fundamental, 
more impressive than the areas of 
disagreement. Once the common 
ground is mutually recognized, the 


negotiations have a chance of de- 
| veloping into a common search for 


solutions of existing problems. 


Murray, president of the CIO. A 
few days later I paid my respects 
to William Green, president of the 
AFL. I had never met either of 
them before, and relations be- 
tween their two organizations and 
the Chamber had been rather 
short of fraternal. Yet the visits 
were not strained. Somewhat to 
the surprise of all three of us, a 
feeling of genuine cordiality de- 
veloped from the outset? 

I propounded my theory of co- 
operation—my convictiog, that we 
could meet as friends “ind even 
allies on areas of agreement. Both 
Murray and Green conceded that 
the preservation of the American 
system of free management and 
free labor was our common task, 
and that most differences could be 
ironed out around the council 
table. 

Out of these meetings grew a 
larger get-together: that of the 
four leading labor-management 
groups—the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the National Association of 
Manufacturers, the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations, and the 
American Federation of Labor. 
All of us had undertaken in ad- 
vance to explore areas of agree- 
ment and to postpone argument 
over the smaller areas of conflict 
to a later time. 

I proposed that we call a halt to 
public name-calling, hair-pulling, 
and nose-thumbing as the first 
practical step in_ collaboration. 
Green, Murray and William P. 
Witherow, of the N. A. M., en- 
thusiastically accepted this ele- 
mentary but beneficent first step. 
Especially in relation to the war 
effort, but with a hopeful view of 
its continuance into the postwar 
years, we agreed to a new friend- 
liness which we undertook, each 
in hi® fashion, to pass down to the 
rank and file of our organizations. 

In 1942 [I suggested that we 
make a public demonstration of 
solidarity and a dramatic manage- 


ment-labor pledge of co-operation 


war, In pursuance of this sugges- 
tion the heads of the four organi- 
zations, each: accompanied by an- 
other organization official, spent a 
half-hour with the President. The 
conference in the White House was 
free, frank, and friendly. Mr. 
Roosevelt greeted us with the re- 
mark that this was a historic oc- 
casion and that he was delighted 
to see the lions and the lambs lying 


down together. 
“I’m not quite sure which are 


the lambs and which are the 
lions,” he added facetiously. “At 
any rate, I feel like Daniel in the’ 
lions’ den.” | 

He assured us with evident sin-| 
cerity that he would be glad to. 
see us at any time and to listen to 
any recommendations that we 
cared to make.

ore than 2,500 of these com- 
mittees are now in operation. It 
has become clear that they do not 
put management into labor, or la- 
bor into management. It is agreed 
all around that many of the com- 
mittees have done an effective job 
in stimulating production. I believe 
this technique of co-operation can 
and should be carried over into 
peacetime production. 

Another contact point between 
labor and management, I soon dis- 
covered, is our common objection 
to tax laws that undermine busi- 
ness and thus also: menace jobs. 
The labor men recognize, I think, 
as clearly as businessmen do that 
ample corporate reserves for post- 
war reconversion are of the es- 
sence, and that incentive taxation 
is needed to encourage risk capi- 
tal into new job-making enter- 
prises. 

I am convinced, moreover, that 
the moderate, co-operative atti-. 
ture is gaining ground in manage- 
ment and labor alike. I meet with 
consistent encouragement when I 
tell labor representatives that we 
must school ourselves to solve our 
problems around the council table 
without resort to government. “If 
we run to government, government 
will soon run us,” I have argued. 

Every man of sense and good 
will in the camp of labor and capi- 
tal alike is profoundly conscious of 
the danger that confronts our coun- 
try after the war. I refer to the 
threat of industrial warfare of an 
unprecedented nature. The com- 
mon emotions. that drew us to 
gether in war will naturally sub- 
side. The difficulties of the far- 
reaching adjustment will cause 
economic dislocations no matter 
how carefully we plan to prevent 


t fear- 
seize the 


them. The challenge of our good 
in producing the instruments of ~ 


sense—the need to stand firm on 
those areas of agreement—will be 
as great as the challenge of war. 

Unless management and labor 
can devise the instruments for pa- 
cific settlement of disputes, unless 
we project the spirit of co-opera- 
tion into the ar period, the 
public will insist—and rightly so— 
on settlement by legislative com- 
pulsion. Whether labor-manage- 
ment relations carl be kept on a 
voluntary basis or put at the mercy 
of government thus depends on 
ourselves, 

The war has proved to us a fact 
which has been true all along, but 
sight—that the 
areas of agreement transcend by 
far the areas of conflict. Better 
than ever before we sense our com- 
mon stake in our traditional po 
litical and economic institutions. 
Teamwork between management 
and labor has paid enormous divi- 
dends in an avalanche of the in- 
struments of victory. Analogous 
teamwork has extended to other

Costs Higher 


Georgia spent approximately 
$100,000 more on its state patrol 
last year than in the preceding 
fiscal year, increasing the number 
of troopers and raising their pay, 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. 
reports. The department closed 
the fiscal year on June 30 with a 
surplus of $31,069, 

Operating costs were $651,484, 
as compared with $591,055 in 1943, 
artd $750,382 in 1942, There were 
244 employes, as compared with 
184 the previous year and 316 in 
1942. Cost of personal service 
rose from $309,525 to $345,105, 
but was still lower than the $403,- 
564 of 1942. Subsistence allow- 
ances reached a new high, how- 
ever, totaling $115,105, as com- 
pared with $82,820 in 1943 and 
$98.361 in 1942. Travel expenses, 
which were $26,636 in 1942 and 
$9,918 in 1943, dropped to $4,199. 

The department collected a total 
of $715,723 in drivers’ license fees. 

Because records for the monh 
of June, 1944, were destroyed in 
fires at the State Patrol head- 
quarters, the auditor said he had 
to approximate the revenue col- 
lected-for that month, J. T. Bern-

In the National League, despite 
the pennant runaway of the St.

But it was the American League

customers. There the season’s total 
was 4,995,233 paid admissions, an 
increase of more than a million 
over last year and within half a 
million of the league record of 
5,433,791 for the 1940 season. The 
figure did not include 197,075 fans 
who attended war relief games. 

The American League totals 
were 619,414 ahead of the National 
League figure, which was 4,178,744.
